COUNCIL OF ELDERS. 
13 THERMIDOR—JULY 31. 

Lassay read a letter from the Departments of 
L’Oueft and Mido, which ‘afferted, that the royalilts 
no longer attempted to conceal their defigns, and that 
they point their daggers agaiv(t the bofoms of the pur- 
chafers of the national domains, and of alf the public 
functionaries. —Referred to the Directory. 

The difcuffion refpefing extending amnefty to Bar- 
rere and three or four others, was renewed, 

Bavuonin oppofed the refolution, He was aftonifhed 
any man could confider as a perfecuted patriot Barrere, 
and others, mifcreants befmeared with the pureft blood 
of France. He {tated feveral new faéts which roufed 
the indignation of the Council. It was rejected by a 
great majority. 

15 THERMIDOR—AUGUST 2. 

The Council. received from the Five Hundred the 
refolution refpecting the mode of levying the forced 
loan. Several members were for proceeding to the 
vote.

A meffage from the Council of Elders announced the 
rejection of the refolution refpecting the forced loan. 

Perret obferved, that nothing was more urgent 
than the procuring:of funds for the publi¢ treafury.— 
Every thing that occafions protraftination fhould be a- 
voided, in ord-r to remove the fatal obftacles which 
clogg the activity of the armies. He was, moreover, 
of opinion that the hundred millions fhould be raifed 
on all the departments in proportion to their landed and 
moveable property, &c. which might be regarded as 
fixed and acknowledged, and not as arbitrary grounds 
of taxation. Therevenue arifing from the pofts fhould 
alfo be efpecially appropriated to the payment, of the in- 
tereft on this loan.—Ordered to be printed and fent to 
the Commiffion. . 

‘Bonwarre moved that it be immediately refolved to 
form a Commiflivi for enforcing the loan, which three 
articles only would be fufficient for railing feveral mil- 
lions in four days, om the newly enriched among the 
inhabitants of Paris. 

Pertet feconded the motion, to be comprifed in 
two diftiné refolutions—one refpecting a tax on the 
newly enriched, and the: other on the diltribution of 
the loan among the other citizens. 

Lacuex voted for calling in a. provifional ready-mo- 
ney payment of 30 millions to be raifed. without any 
farther delay, each department to pay immediately-the 
tenth of its contribution in every kind. The Council 
decreed the formation of a Special Committee to give in 
a report refpeéting the provifional ready money payment.

QO THERMIDOR——-JULY 27: 

Merezau, de |’Yonne, Deputy to the Council of 
Elders, and Regulator, delivered a fpeech, in which 
the following paflage was remarked—** To refcue the 
French, Republic from the vultures that prey upon her 
vitals—to form an utlion of fentiment and affeftion with 
our immortal legions—to fhield with our hearts the 
Conttitution of the 3d year, whofe pages fhall no long- 
er be torn with impunity—to aflift with all our exer- 
tions the authorities which it has created—and fioally, 
to die before we fhall witnefs the deftruction of equality 
and liberty which are, my fellow citizens, contiderations 
with which we fhall fortify and exalt our fouls. 

VEL, in a written {peech, denounced the Royal- 
ifts who confpired ia the departments againit the Con- 
ftitution. “ They hold,” he obferved, “ nocturnal 
meetings in Paris : They are preparing meafures for a 
general explofion, and even now, while I ‘addrefs you, 
their agents ‘and emiffaries are at work.” He conclud- 
ed by propofing, that an addrefs be fent to the Legifla- 
tive Body, demanding the enacting a fevere law againft 
any perfon who may attempt to difturb focieties met to 
difcufs political queltions, Referred to the Committee 
of Inftruction.

Every 
where it is declared, that a valt confpiracy is framed a- 
gaint the Republicans; and every where it is faid there 
is a confpiracy to re-eftablith the reign of terror. This 
pretended terror exifts no where but: in’ the confcience 
of the criminal. » Republicans do not. fear death; they 
have braved it a thoufdnd times; but they fear for the 
fate of the Republic. He thought it incumbent on 
them to folicit an organic law for the regulation of po- 
litical clubs, according to the provifions of the Confti- 
tution ; and he moved, that the Committee of Public 
Inftruction do propofe an Addrefs to the Legiflative 
Body for that purpofe, , 

The Recuaror affured the Society, that the two 
Councils were aually employed on the objeé propofed 
by Bouin.

The Ex-Diretor Treilhard, who, it was reported, 
had fled, is every day feen in the ftreets of Paris, and

. Letters from the frontiers of Weftphalia fate, that 
an aide-de-camp of the King of Pruffia has arrived from 
Berlin at Minden, with orders for the Generals who 
command the army of obfervation, faid to be of the 
greatelt importance. This oflicer, after having remain. 
ed two days at Minden, fet off with the greateft expe- 
dition to returnto Berlin. From all the accounts which 
reach us from the interior of Germany, it appears cer- 
tain that the Cabinet of Derlia will foon put an end to 
all the uncertainty which prevails refpeing it, by taking 
an open part. Ata moment when Pruflia engages the 
attention of Europe, in which the fate of the war de. 

pends perbaps on the meafures which that Court mav 
adopt, it cannot be a matter of indifference to know what

Weitphalia:—199,000 infantry, 41,000 cavalry, 12,00 
artillery ; total 252,000 men in arms, a number which

“will replace them. “The Executive Directory, enve- 
Joped. in its filence, is as economical of its thoughts, as 
Sieyes of his fpeech. It appears to conform itfelf to

The Commodere of thé Britifh Court, the eftimable 
Sir Sydney Smith, having received orders to come 
with his fhip to this Imperial capital, has given the moft 
manifeft proofs of his luminous ideas and his exalted 
wifdom, in the different conferenees which have been 
held on the operations of the war, and the meafures to 
be taken in the prefent conjunéture. Having after- 
wards fet fail for the coaft of Egypt, he learned that 
the enemy, the violator of treaties, had marched againtt 
Acre. He failed with the utmoft expedition with his 
fleet, and caft anchor before that city, where he arri- 
ved before the army of French revolutionifts, and hatt 
ened to render the mo{t eminent fervices. 

During the whole time of the fiege, he has not ceafed 
to perform actions worthy of the higheft praife. He 
has eminently contributed to the brilliant victories which 
have fignalifed the Ottoman arms, by the proteétion o 
the Moft High. In confequence, the Sublime Porte, 
of eternal duration, has fent him as a prefent a Diamond 
Aigrette and Peliffe ; and the prefent note has been 
written and tranfmitted, in order that permiflion and 
favour may be granted him by his Court to attach this 
‘Aigrette to his forehead, radiating with glory, and wear 
the Peliffe, as teftimonies of the zeal and ardour which 
he has difplayed.

“ After the expedizion to Egypt, there is nothing 
which claims our notice in point of extravagancy more 
than the nautical promenade wiich the Ex-Minifter 
Bruix has made from the Ocean into the Mediterta- 
nean, and thence back again into the Ocean. It can 
have been conceived and executed only from the necef- 
fity of covering the enormous dilapidations committed 
by this man, as well as his contraéts, no lefs difaftrous 
than venal, with the company of Ourrarp. ‘This fool- 
ith projeé& has coft the Repablic about 40 millions, 
which would eertainly have been much better employed 
in fupplying the wants of our foldiers. 

“ The {quadron failed from Breft, on the 26th of 
April, with the moft favourable weather, and fteered 
towards Cape St Vincent. It was to be expected, from 
his fuperior force, that Baurx would have offered bat- 
tle to Jarvis before Cadiz. Vain expectation! On 
the 3d of May, the French van difcovered’ the engmy’s 
fleet, confifting of 17 fail of the line, of which 14 were 
firit rates. A fignal was made to form the line ; but 
nothing more was done than to frighten the Britifh.— 
They tacked to the north, and the Admiral, inftead of 
giving chace, proceeded towards the Straits ; farisfied 
with raifing the blockade of Cadiz, and having fent in 
his difpatches by a corvette. 

“ In pafling the ifland of Majorca, fix of the enemy’s 
fhips hove in fight. But for-that tite alfo Bruix {corn- 
ed to take any notice of them, and continued his courte. 
to Toulon, where he arrived the 13th of May. His 
wants might have been rapped in twency-one: hours, 
and yet he {pent a whole fortnight in giving and récei- 
ving entertainments.
